How the Taxpayers cf Hudson County Are 


Fleeced—The Boulevards a Gigantic Griev- 


anes-Outery Agamst the Gas Kono- 


poly—The legislature Invoked. 


There Is not a community in the entire country 


that suffers more irom oppressive taxation than 
that district of New Jersey fronting Sew Tork, and 
Known as Hudson county; and so far from any pros- 
pect of relief being afforded, the taxpayers are about 
to be loaded with the Boulevard scheme to the tune 
of $8,000,000, with all the extras which future sup- 
plements to the act may involve. The Boulevard 
Commission, comprising a few magnates of Hudson 
county, vras created a year ago by tne Legislature for 
the purpose of affording broad highways to the 
people of toe county; but the commission had 
hardly got under way when it leaked out that the 
proposed improvements were nothing less than a 
grand avenue scheme, which would tie hlgnly ad- 
vantageous to the drivers or fast horses. Nicolson 
pavement contractors nnd the owners of lots on 
the Mil, but of little value to tne poor taxpayer 
compared with the cost. The job was such a gigan- 
tic one that several small rings were formed within 
the principal ring for the purpose of sharing- to 
tha plunder. A few parties Interested saw fortunes 
within their grasp if the project coma be carried 
out. 


But within the past two weeks the people Iwoto 


from their slumber and the Citizens' Association of 
Bergen lea off witn a shot at which the boulevard 
craft hove to. Petitions are being signed all over 
the county calling on the Legislature to repeal tho 
act. Tne Board of Chosen Freeholders, who at first 
recommended the passage of the measure cave 
way oofore the public agitation, and at a special 
meeting passed a resolution calling for the repeal 
or the act. The donlevard swindle is the great 
question of the hour, and before the close or tbe 
next n eek its epitaph trill be Inscribed at Trenton. 
If the people want avenues the Board or Fre-- 
holciers can carry out the work without the help of 
commissions. Punlic indignation was never more 
emphatic and overwhelming, and if it be fonna 
necessary to give further proof of this tbe Execu- 
tive Committee of the Citizens' Association nromise 
to call a public meeting.

Society was so con- 
stituted that it could not be kept together, nor pro- 
perty and life preserved in any community unless 
punishment was inflicted upon the violators of tbe 
law. He said he expected to prove that the prisoner 
and the deceased met, and after some angry conver- 
sation he shot mm through the head with a pistol; 
that when he was subsequently brought to the 
station house Se said he hoped Kiernan was dead, 
that he meant to Kill him, and tbat he conid swing 
at the end of a rope as well as any other man. 


THE TESTIMONY FOR THE PKOSEOCT10N. 


Joseph Denner, the first witness called ror the 


prosecution, said that on the evening of tne 24th of 
May he was passing 109 Sheriff street; saw the pri- 
soner and. the deceased and DVe or six more stand- 
Ing there; William Purcell, the. brother of the pri- 
soner, pulled off his coat and saia he would fight 
anybody there; the prisoner then jumped up and 
said he would get bung for somebody there, and that 
moment he fired the pistol; tbe deceased turned 
round and hit young (William) Purceli before the 
snot was fired; I saw the prisoner point the pistol, 
which was a single barrelled one, at Kiernan, who 
fell down; the prisoner started to ran and 1 followed 
him into the Eleventh ward station house; i heard 
Kiernan died five minutes after he was shot. 


Cross-exammea—At hair-past six o'clocK in the 
evening William Purcell and a young man named 
Koboy Day were going to flght; I told tnem they had 
better stop the business; I did not aujoura the fight 
till nine o'clock and had no bet on it, 


Fritz Fleier testified that when he came to the 
scene of the disturbance John Purcell ana William 
Kieraan were quarrelling together; William Purcell 
said to Kiernan, "I'll fight you, JOH s—n of a b—h:" 
Kiernan struck William in the face and at that mo- 
ment John Purceli shot Kiernan through the head; I 
saw the deceased dead an hour afterwards. 
Cross-examined—1 heard nothing of younz Pur- 
cell ana auotucr boy fighting for a bet: I did not 
near what was saia between tne parties beiore the 
shot was flroJ. 


Dr. Beach, who made a post mortem examination 
or tae deceased, stated that he found a pistol shot 
wound in the side of the head, the ball having 
enterea the Dram, which must have caused almost 
instantaneous death. 


Kottert Curtis was called and said he did not see 
tne shooting. In bia cross-examination lie said that 
be saw Kiernan tbat evenins on the corner of Stau- 
ton and Sheriff streets, about half-past eight o'cmck- 
and he wanted him (Curtis) to fieht with William 
Puree!!; the witness went round lor the purpose of 
nghting with William Purcell; b.2 waited at 100 
Sheriff street, and did not Know what was going on 


Sergeant Thompson testified as' follows:—I was in 
charge of the Eleventh precinct station house when 
tbe shooting occurred; a little alter nine o'clock 
Joan Purcell came running into tue station house 
some citizens chasing him; he had a pisiol in ins 
hand; I ran from behind tne desk and assed 
what was tbe matter, seeing the excitement; some- 
body made a remans: that lie bad shot a man; with

Hampshire (which on tha 8th of March ter- 
minates iii the annual Slate election) is becom- 
ing rein '.rkably interesting. Though the voters 
of that State are nearly equally divide 1 l>e- 
iw-'eii the republicans and t-io democrats, tho 
former, in every del-berate trial of strength, 
have carded everything bafore them. In the 
sprin/ of 1868 the democrats moveO" heaven 
and c.irlh and the waters under the earLh ia 
the New Hampshire contest in order to secure 
the first gun, of the Presidential campaign 
against General Grant; but they signally 
failed, and their failure was generally accepted 
as foreshadowing the election of Grant in 
November.

But with the introduction of the disturbing 
forces of the tempeiance party and the labor 
reform party, each with a Stat»ticket of its own, 
the success of the republicans is considered 
doubtful.

Of course there authoritative declarations 
brought down the house in repeated out- 
bursts of enthusiasm, as likewise did 
the 


announcements that "General Grant is the 
head of the republican party," and, "thank 
God, he can criticise it;" that "a party that 
can probe and uncover its sores (those cadet- 
ships) can grow strong and healthy by self- 
probing." Nor was the cheerful spirit of the 
meeting abated with the question, "Did you 
ever find the democratic party in pursuit of 
any corruption within its own ranks except to 
fatten on it ?"

Another Important Spanish Report* 


We all remembsr tbe famous report made 


from certain "headquarters in the saddle" 
which thrilled tbe country once during our 
war. Tha Havana censors have taken a leaf 
or two from Ihosa headquarters, an-J, in fact, 
being cooler and more collected than oar fiery 
general "in the saddle," they make a better 
report. Their latest is a small item, but it is 
cunningly arranged for political effect in this 
country. It says that one hundred negroes 
(supposed to be loyal) attacked and defeated 
six hundred insurgents (supposed to be while) 
on the line of railroad between Nuevitas and 
Puerto Piiucipo a few days ago. The point in 
this report is not the defeat of so many insur- 
gents by so few loyalists, for Spanish ingenuity 
could, if required, have made the disparity in 
numbers even greater; but tho cunningly 
devised point of the story lies in the fact that 
the victorious Spanish troops were negroes, 
and loyal negroes at that. 
Therein the 


Spanish censor proposes to tickle Sumner on 
the rights of man and prop up his failing back- 
bone in the Committee qn. Foreign Relations, 
where the question of Cuban belligerency is 
under discussion. And it may have that effect. 
If the Spaniards have loyal negroes in Cuba 
fighting as nobly as tho colored troops at Port 
Hudson—and apparently they have—why, 
Sumner cannot go back on them for all the 
white Cubans and Americans in the whole 
insurgent army. 
But the report of the 


Guaimaro fight first came to us clothed in 
some such Spanish garb as this, and we hops 
to heir the otuer sidj before Senator Sumner 
irrevocably commits himself to the hundred 
loyal negroes. 


Tlic Bligcrics of Brooklyn. 


The Grand Jury of Kings county have 1 


made a presentment of the crimes and evils of 
the City of Churches that is enough to frighten 
the souls out of all Mr. Eeeeher's congrega- 
tion. Being so convenient to New York, it 
has always been understood that when a 
Brcoklynite was beat on criraejgrjpllity ho 
repaired to the great metropolis, so that t:? 
offence would not smell to the heaven of that 
religious city, bat ivould be absorbed in the 
innumerable odors of evil that New York is 
credited with. Such appircnt'y is no longer 
the case. The Grand Jury shows that Brook- 
lyn has her own unjust political judges, her 
official corruption, her disgraceful jail, her 
uniionored excise law, her swill milk pesti- 
lence, and even her gambling hells and 
brothels, in as great profusion, comparatively, 
as New York herself. In tho matter of swill 
milk she even stands pre-eminent, and Mr. 
Bergh, a Nsw Yorker, who went over to 
Brooklyn to relieve her of the pest, tells ihe 
Grand Jury:—"There are murdering assassins 
hovering around you, murdering your children 
and yourselves, while your justices refuse to 
hear my complaints and your citizens stand 
aloof from me." 


Tbe Financial Situation. 


It is more and more evident every day that 


tho real financiers of this country are the great 
producers. We include in this class all who 
add to the processes of industry — those who 
make up that array of forces whose applica- 
tion ends in production. 


That we may accurately measure the vast 


resources of ths American people we propose 
to give a sort of photograph of their great 
industrial machinery. In little more than a 
quarter of a century wo have seen fifteen or 
twenty large commercial cities rise up, as it 
were, out of the wilderness of our then inac- 
cessible possessions to the west and south of 
us. A little farther back we made treaties 
with the Indian tribes, by which we assigned 
to the forest men for "permanent homes" all 
that vast country "to the west of the Missis- 
sippi river." Nor was it a great want of fore- 
sight that we did so. There was then no intel- 
lectual eye that could discern the availability 
of lands the produce of which could not be 
made to enter into the general markets of the 
seaboard and the world. The processes of 
transportation did not extend to the "perma- 
nent homes" of the Indians to the west of the 
Mississippi. The policy and humanity of the 
nation which forced the tribes from the sea- 
board commanded us to provide them with 
quarters where none of the exigencies of popu- 
lation thereafter would disturb them ; and so 
the wisdom of the generation marshalled the 
poor creatures within defined limits west of 
the Mississippi. 


These events have come and gone, and the 


wonder is that they hare come and gone with- 
out making any solid impression upon the 
mind of the country touching the wonderful 
agencies which have so mercilessly trodden 
under foot the political contrivances of a gen- 
eration of men who foolishly imagine that the 
end of progress had been reached. 
And if 


steam, and railways, and telegraphs and an 
independent press, with its power of dissemi- 
nation, its power to bring the principal events 
of the whole world every morning to the 
hreakfaat table, its power to record the doings 
of all the great governments, the acts of every

Mr. Gladstone and Irish Laud lloforin. 


In the HERALD of yesterday we gave as 


nearly as possible a full report of Mr. Glad- 
stone's speech in the House of Commons on 
the occasion of hia introducing his Irish Land 
Tenure bill. We now know what Mr. Glad- 
stone really means, and, writing in no spirit of 
partisanship, it does seam to us that for 
the first time in British history a great states- 
man honestly undertakes the removal of Irish 
grievances. The Prime Minister does not re- 
fuse to admit that Ireland has boon unwisely 
if not unkindly treated; that this is not the 
first time that British statesmen have felt the 
call of duty in the same direction; but he has 
no choice but confess, and he does confess it, 
that all previous efforts in the imperial Parlia- 
ment have failed through the indifference of 
the statesmen of the hour. Mr. Gladstone has 
grappled with one great grievance and he has 
settled it. Without delay he grapples with 
another, and the vigor of his grasp is such 
that we have no 
choice but say that 


his settlement of the land tenure difficulties in 
Ireland will be as complete as last session was 
h's settlement of the difficulties connected with 
the Irish Church establishment. Gu all hands, 
by tones and by whigs, and even by the most 
advanced liberals, his Land Tenure bill is 
admitted to be broad, comprehensive and satis- 
factory. As he himself admits, it is not a per- 
fect measure; but so far as time, care, cau- 
tion, thought, love of justice are concerned, his 
bill has a fair claim to be spoken of as an 
honest attempt to do justice to all. Mr. Glad- 
stone is entitled to all praise for what he has 
done. His name will live in history as one of 
the greatest, most gifted, most learned, most 
honest, most eloquent British statesmen in the 
latter half of the ninateenth century; Irish- 
men, with their instinctive love of justice, will 
be the last to forget him; but it is still a fair 
question whether in consequence of long and 
irritating injustice the Irish people will not for 
X tia?; in spite of Mr. Gladstone's reforms, 
remain irreconcilable. .

It is recognized among yachtmen, and is acted 
upon in the races of the New York Club, that 
larger boats must give time to smaller ones 
in general races or sweepstakes. This is a 
good rule, where something is necessary to 
equalize chances, as between a fleet of yachts 
all perhaps of different sizes. But this rale 
does not necessarily enter into the terms of 
matches, and especially where, as between 
two boats, one owner holda that his is abso- 
lutely the best. For this reason it was not 
thought that Mr. Ashbury would make the 
demand for time allowance against the Sappho, 
though the latter is the larger yacht. As, 
however, he has made the demand, and, insists 
upon it, and as Mr. Douglas wissly declines 
to yield this point, it seems quite unlikely that 
there will be any new contest between these 
splendid boats.

forces of the situation, we are certain to com- 
mand within the next five years the foremost 
rank in Stato credit. 


The money of the world seeking investment 


is the shrewdest calculator of what is safest 
and most profitable of all the mind of business. 
Taking advantage of our domestic wars, and 
perhaps adding fuel to the flame, it is now 
reaping the richest interest harvest ever 
gathered on earth. 
Its profits have not been 


six per cent, nor ten, nor fifteen, but more. 
That came of our necessities, our isolation and 
our waste. The first and second of these are 
out of our way; the third, whatever it be, 
adds nothing now to the advantages of the 
money power against us. We may waste, and 
clearly we are more wasteful than honest. We 
job away the means of the nation and refuse 
to pay honest creditors. 
One year of this sort 


of waste would pay off every honest claim 
against the government. 


We are no longer isolated. The telegraph 


has consolidated into one exchange and into 
one process of thought touching all matters of 
finance—at London, Paris, Frankfort, Amster- 
dam—all ihe debtor nations. Hereafter the 
United States are to be measured, not by 
ihe fact that we are three or four thousand 
miles off, but by our resources and the power 
of our resources in comparison with the wants, 
power and resources of other nations. The 
Atlantic is no longer an obstruction. New 
York, London, Paris and Frankfort are but 
one city in matters of finance. 


With thirty thousand millions of property 


and forty thousand milea of railway to move 
products; with the oceans for commerce and 
a continent subdued to uses; with length and 
breadth to guarantee to all mankind that 
population shall not crowd on production; 
with coal and iron, lead, tin, quicksilver, cop- 
per and gold; with a troublesome surplus 
revenue over economical needs, we see no rea- 
son why, in five years, we may not obtain all 
the money we shall want at two and a half per 
cent interest. 
If we put resources against 


resources we ought now to get money at three 
percent. But the financial system of Europe, 
tho source of supply, is what is expressively 
called rutty. 
The wheels move in the old 


depressed track. They will be drawn out by 
the increased momentum of progress, and 
whenever that is

The Tariff lobby ID Washington. 


When wo look at tho lobby agents at work 


in Washington on the Tariff bill, at their skill, 
pertinacily and influence, and at the nume- 
rous rival interests fighting each other, wo 
need not wonder at tho crudmess of the mea- 
sure submitted by the Committoo of Ways and 
Means, or at the contused state members of 
Congress are in with regard to it. True, it 
mi^ht have been expeetel that out of several 
hundred representative men of the republio 
some few would have been found capable of 
exposing the inconsistencies of the bill and o' 
maturing such a one as the revenue of tho 
country needs. But it appears we have no 
statesman able to take a comprehensive view 
of the subject. Our members of Congress are 
local politicians, and cannot look at matters in 
a large, national point of view. Every one ia 
for some particular local or sectional interest. 
As a matter of course the lobby agents and 
lobby combinations have full swing. Everyday 
or two we hear of delegations from one c'asa 
or other of manufacturers and protectionists 
pressing Congress for special protection. Yes- 
terday the news cams that several leading 
woollen manufacturers from 
New England 


were urging the Committee of Ways and Means 
to reduce the duty on wool. At another tina 
the wool growers are clamorous for a high 
duty as protection to their interests. 
Then, 


again, we have the cotton, iron and other man- 
ufacturdts pleading distress and demanding 
protection. This all means taxing the con- 
sumers—the mass of the people—for the ben- 
efit of a few. The tariff should be for revenue 
only, and the incidental protection that wi'! 
afford is all that ought to be claimed or grante J. 
The largest amount of revenue should be raised 
from a few articles of luxury in general use, 
while duties as taxes should be takon off thinjs 
of prime necessity to the poor and such as tend 
to improve the condition and morals of tho 
people at large. If Congress were to act upon 
this simple principle and ignore all legisla- 
tion for special interests the present cumbrous 
and expensive tariff system, as well as the pro- 
posed complicated bill introduced by ths Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, would be thrown 
aside. What the country needs is a simpli- 
fied tariff system, eisy and cheap in its execu- 
tion, and one that will bear as lightly as 
possible upon the industrious classes of the 
country.

Tne steamer Oneida was a screw propeller of 1,182 


tons old measurement and 695 new measurement. 
She was built at the Brooklyn Navy Yard in 1861, 
her engines being constructed by Hurphy & Co., of 
this city. On K.e 20th of November of the same year 
ehe was launched, and early In March, 1862, she 
was put in commission. She waa rated third class 
in the navy, and although built ror ten mms carried 
but eight. In all respects she was thoroughly con- 
structed ana eqnipprd. 
Her propeller had four 


flanges instead of two, and her engines were of 100 
horse power. In length she was 228 feet, in breadth 
thirtj-thrce, and in depth thirteen feet.

Tho Jlevolnttou Ended m Guatemala—Serjiplo

GUATEMALA. 


The revolutionary troubles which have existed in 


this republic for two years past with bat little in- 
termission have at hist ended, and the leader of the 
revolutionary party, the noted Serapio Cruz, has 
been killed. The particularsrbrougat down by me 
steamship Salvador are as follows:—Cruz, at the 
head ol some four hundred men, after various suc- 
cesses In the Altos, determined to march on the 
capital- He had proceeded as far as Palencia, only 
six. leagues from the city. Here he was surprised 
by a government force under command of Briga- 
dier General Solarea on the 23d of January. After 
a heavy musketry combat or an hour the revolu- 
tionists fled, leaving dead on the fleid Serapio Cruz, 
sheir leader, and a large number of his followers, 
and some fifty prisoners m the hands of the govern- 
ment forces. Now that Cruz, the great bugbear of 
the country, Is dead, there is harojy any likelihood 
that further attempts will be made to disturb the 
peace of tne republic.

nation for the Presidency next term was unani- 
mous. 


Now, I taiaK it won't fee space badly occupies in 


your columns to explain the preliminaries to the im- 
portant movement, and what occurred subsequent 
to the bold coup Se Butler made by the destined-to- 
be immortal Captain Jones (or the Horse Marines, as 
I am credibly informed). 


Two days before the event an advertisement ap- 


peared in some or the local papers here setting forth 
tnat the mends or General Butler (including Senator 
Wilson, God bless the mark!) would meet in conven- 
tion at Union League Hall on Saturday evening. 
Much wonder was thereby occasioned. Everybody 
hereabout was curious to learn wherefore people 
amicably disposed to the Essex statesman wanted 
to gather together in force at the hall mentioned. 
Everybody wanted to learn the names of the great 
movers at the very bottom or the potent movement.

is why your own felt obliged to be on hand to-night, 
at Union League Hail, in order to be posted about 
the horse marine Jones and his convention. 


When your correspondent (which it is I) arrived at

McDon,-.ltl at once undertook to assist Beauury in 
outaiumg his money, aad touic him to some 
oillce in Broadway (which Beanory cannot lo- 
cate) where tne parnes at the counter rerused 
tu cash tne draw.

When MclsoniUd came out 01 the olHce 
he stated to Beaudry that ue could not have his mo- 
ney until half-past three o'clock or four o'clock, 
and, leavmc the drait in the olllce, toot his 
intended victim to a liquor store at "lie corner of 
Canal aufi ureeiiwich streets. After waiting m this 
,ilace some time McDonald stated that he must go 
to dinner, aim requested the two men to wait in Uie 
saloon until he c.une back. Eeaudry waited some 
tiuie. aud anally becoming suspicious he iound an 
officer of the fiitli precmcu to whom he related the 
clicuuistaucesor his case, and from whom lie re- 
ceived atlvice to proceed to the Leonard street st<uum 
and there relate his story. 
lieandrv went there and gave a description or ths 
man who had tacen his drait, and Captain Eetty at 
oaca instructed officer i leid to arrest Patrick:

Some two years ago ward's Island -was O:e scene 


of a ssugalnary carnage"iu wttch various nationali- 
ties stooped to conquer, and in stooping most of tho 
warriors had 'to bend through blood, bow to brick- 
bats, kiss the earth and bite tlie dust. The rebellious 
spirits then having satisfied their clamorous de- 
mands -npon the physical treasures ot their rivals 
subsided mlo that serene quiet wtaiea was not 
•disturbed until yesterday. The residents ol Ward's 
•Island did not believe la authority in tho idea that 
men should work; tbey thought it essentially vul- 
gar. 


So there was talt on Ward's Island—wild, inflam- 


matory, eloquent, Indignant talK. It was oratory 
secoaJ only to oar fathers of tfee Revolution, and 
but little Inferior to the grand periods of Sanders' 
Speller or the saslime perorations of a Sixth ward 
statesman. They were making history. It was to 
be calm deliberation; it was to be an appeal for jus- 
tice, a patriotic revolt, a glorious victory, a Sadowa 
or .sn Austerlitz, and then tbe peace of Europe.

have a right to its privileges, which are— 
to be quartered there, to be fed, to be cared 
for when sicfi. to be clothed when natefi; and the 
funds to support it are derived Irom the $2 60 per 
capita upon all passengers who land at the docts of 
New YorK, and every man is entitled to these bene- 
fits, if he be an emigrant, lor five years, provided 
always he obeys the regulations, does not subvert 
the discipline or Impair the efficiency of the internal 
police. Mr. Wells, the commandant of the post, as 
ordered, set the thousands of hands oa the island on 
the hichway or industry. He wished them to haul 
stone, to graae tue roads and variously exercise 
their manual selves. By such an innocent desire 
Mr. Wells provoted the hostil.ty of Mr- William 
Milton, a 
gentleman 
enjoying the 
hospitality 
of 
the islaad. 
Mr. Milton, 
determined 
to 
be an opposer of tyranny, to fly from the 
"Paradise Lost" to secure the "Paradise Regained." 
His antecedents, relaiea by himself, it is saiC repre- 
sent him as several planes above the loftiest Bights 
of the human intellect. Milton, at any rale, was a 
leader at Ward's Is.ami. He talked up the despot- 
it>m of Mr. W^clls, he wrote to the newspapers, 
HE OKGANIZEB HIS AKMY, HE CONVENED HIS FOL- 


IA) WEBS 
and ronsed them by his Datent magnetism. The 
ctespisers ot unpaid industry were not slow to har- 
ness their tongues, and, once 10. the traces, how 
they jralioped! One would aash down the avenus of 
mdiiroation; another, lashed to fever heat by tne 
scourge of madness, made 
rapia pace along 
tne 
Highway 
of 
violence; 
another 
leaped 
2:40 in louming wrath over the mountains ana val- 
leys of prejuaice: and they &il contrived, in rushing 
speed, to reach the sweet harmony of Jiabel. Milton 
wa=; in high glee, lie orated hia satellites ialo 
commotion, and m a moment of supernatural caitn- 
ness roso.utioas denouncing the action of Jilr. Wells 
were adopted. Tney were as follows:— 


At a miuHc meetins of tbe British emigrants at Ward's 
Island, held on the J^th of February, 1850, and presided ovi-r 
by Mr. Stephen SlcaUows, the followingresuluuun w.tB pro- 
posed by Mr. Wllhatn Miltoo and etconded by Mr. Alex&ndcr 
Mcrriclx, and carried unanimously:— 
Tbat In the opinion ol tbia meeting It Is an act of injuetlce 
and oppression, and liicet^iBC degrading to Europeans, to be 
compelled by threats, intimidation aud vlulenee to wort 
without any remuneration, and that we will no longer mibnm 
to it. anil that the superintendent of tue inland, Mr. Leonard 
K. wells, thall be held responsible for any \iolenco tbat may 
ensue. 


This declaration of independence, line nnto that 
ol the throiilea colonies, wus borne TO tue Kins—Mr. 
Wells, lie was resolved on vigorous measures; lor 
this was a declaration of war. He tinMed his bell. 
Tne drawer of the resulution, the "mute, Inglorious 
Mntuu," was eent lor. The president of the 3'ter.s 
Elatz, Mr. btcpnen Meadows, was respecttully in- 
duced to call un the superintendent; tne other of 
tne triumvirate was caused to pay his respects. Mr. 
Wells was quiet; m his hydro-caverns btili waters 
ran ueep. The immortal three were placed in cou- 
nitCtiijut, ami tne cloud ascended from Mr. 
Wells' 
brow 
and 
ross 
skyward. 
At nine 
o'clock 3 cstertlay morning the glorious aimv 
,of ircedom determined 
to move on the great 
builamg of tne commandant. overlooKintr the iSast 
river, just opposite limn street. They went, thers 
2oO si rung and made the d,;uiaud- But six men. in- 
cluding Mr. V.'eils, nere on hand to cumront them. 
Mr. wells ana his subordinates armed with revol- 
vers aau duos. Tue patriot army began to move. 
Air. Welis tarried. He secretly sent vTord lor the 
police for aid. 1'rocraatination enraged the patriots. 
Uhey marched fur me oirlce door. General wells 
met them with clubs aud revolvers. He determined 
10 light at all na/.ardd. Tue patriots Wtjre provided 
with cltius, lence rails and andirons. While the pa- 
triot army deliberated the

nnder the command or Field Sergeant Barrett The 
patriot army became the panic-stricKen army. 
Worse than when the reserves hauled up on ihs 
:liela 01 liull run did the veteran warriors ny. 
(ie^ral Wcus w«nt atound his building anil cat oil 
their rear. The valiant six—not six hundred— 
swept them toward the river; the nolice joined 
lorcys; the nolice clubbed a little, injured ofieu. 
Lite particles or oust tne pattwt army descended 
into an old scow ana was sent adrut on the river. 
JJrs. Bwyerand Keiuier were General Wells' lieu- 
tenanis and were bold warriors.

is—hostiities began at nine, closed at twelve; two 
bruised, nobody Killed; everybody mad; Ward's 
Island lost 250 ol its cream, 'ihe patriot army dis- 
einuarKed at lltith street In tue meantime the oat 
tie had reached the liuuALn. The reporter got into

BOWELS OP A TnlBO AVENDE SNAIL, 
reached lluth street, snot tue stream and stood in 
the brick tent of General Welis, from whom he ob- 
tained au official account ol tne battle. 
He then 
renavigated tue waters. A man on the doclc said, 
'•We'll Have some deviilsh big news m tne HEUALD 
to-morrow." The reporter braced nis left foot, saw 
a lot uf lionemiaus examining particles of air to see 
jl there was any personal daujrer in Komjr to Ward's 
Isiami, and 'then slid over the suotv into a second 
avenue carriage, distant only two blocks, and tins 
was the end tnere. 


EOW, BOYS, KOW. 
The "rebels," ou finding themselves on the New 
Yort side of the river, held an informal mettimr, 
•when It was resolvea that they sbouia proceed in a 
body to the (Jity Hall and lay tueir grievances be- 
lore the Mayor. They tuen proceeded to the Third 
avenue, but many or them ascertained after scrap- 
me their poctcets pretty vigorously ttiat tney could 
noi, sca'e up eiiuuuh pennies lor car lare; so a. "gou- 
eral divide" was agreed upon, and those who had 
more cents than others gave of their nictcei abuua- 
aiioe to their less lortuuate brethren. 
Marshal Took'er Irom his window caught sight of 
the emigrants "marching along," ana as he reads 
tne papers early in tne morning he Knew per- 
lectly well that the Mayor's oulce was in for it, if he 
didn't head off the emigrant army oefore they nad 
besieged the entrance to the Mayor's oillce. lie at 
ouce sent out a lew scouts, and ascertained that 
most of the emigrants spoie German and DO Euy- 
lisn. Bo tho interpreter was aCizea upon and told to 
go out and parley with the German "rebels" in the 
vestibule before tney woula have time tj m- 
vaae tne sanctum or ilr- liau. The interpreter went 
and parleyed Tne emigrants wanted redress and 
wanted the Mayor to get it ior them. The interpre- 
ter remembered his instructions and told them the 
Mayor had no power in the matter and that they 
SHonld co the Commissioners of Emigration. 


A SPEECH IN A SXOW STOrWT. 
After a good deal -of desultory tatlc amonsr the 
emigrants a meeting was organized and Mr. Mills 
•was chosen spokesman for the occasion. He got 
upon the highest step of the City Hall south en- 
trance ana all his companions crowded about on 
tne other steps, notwithstanding tne snow, which 
was falling thickly. Afcer stating In general terms 
now be and his fellows had been put oh" tne Island, 
lie said:— 


\V e have been treated worse than dog-3, and I don't 


thinK tnere is a place In tue world yvhere such an 
outrage could bs perpetrated but m New York. It 
stuuds to ner disgrace, and 1 lee! sure tbat such a 
thing could never have hapocnea In Great Britain. 
We are without a home or any place to go to ior 
shelter, and I dare say to-night we'll all have to eo 
the station house for lodgings. It is rather hart!, 
and I UimK that any American present win agree 
with me in saying that the Commissioners of Kmi- 
grauon or whoever is responsible lor this outrage 
snail not go unpunished. "jusclooK at it. Here we 
are almost 20u of us put otf the island by force by 
your police. 
And we don't cost the' State or 
city a cent-not a single cent 
The snips which 
bring over the emigrant pay lor them gudlcienUy to 
entitle them to stav at Ward's Island until tney get 
wort. Aud we nave paid as much as any emierauta 
ever pam before us; yet because we dare to proti-.u 
against bad treatment we are made to leave the 
placu provided for us by emigrants' money, and 
wiiere men should be, but are not, treated as wen 
as people m me workhouse. Hero we arc, ire may 
gay, starving men, for we havn't money; all & ua 
havn't, at least, money enough to buy food\ it 
might have been quite aiiomer thing K we uad

A HERALD reporter interviewed one of the revolt- 


ers, with the following result:— 


HEPOHTBR— I believe at jour Saturday nteut meet> 
Ing on the island you demanded compensation for 
your labor: what labor did you refer to ? 


EMIGRANT -All sorts 01 labor they would nut us 


to, and w« thought we ought to get paid ior ic. 


REI-OKTEK—Did you uot thluic that, ou coming 
over here without money and 11 lends, that food and 
shelter for work were good compensation f 


EMIGRANT—But our food and shelter is paid tor by 
the snip's money, or whatever they calls It. what tlie 
companies pay lor so much a head, don't ye know ? 
KwosTER—So jou wanted good food and no 


work—Is tbat the idea? 


EMIGRANT (sharply)—Not a bit of IU We felt we 
ought to get Rood food. W'e didn't want hotel lare. 
but we got very little rood and wanted more. We 
•didn't get enough, and we were wllltn' to wort pro- 
vided we got paid for it. 
Here the "interview'' was brought to an abrupt 
termination by the emigrant being hauled off by 
one of his companions to form the procession on Its 
way xo Castle Garden. 


ARRIVED AT CASTLE GAKDEN 
tney requested to see the Commissioners, but being 
informed by the gatekeeper tnat those gentle- 
men were not there, tney then requested to see 
Mr. Bernard uasserly, general agent; but tins was 
denied Uiem. 1 hey alterwards, however, succeeded 
BI getting a depu'anon. consisting or three of the 
most ragged, wretched-looking among tnetn, up 
Into tue general agent's office; but they were imme- 
diately dismissed and sent outside again. Mr. Oas- 
gerly said any of ihein would be received individu- 
ally, but no; as an organization. He afterwards 
K«ve directions to have them ailput into tlie building, 
where they were provided with supper, comlortable 
quarters lor tne night and breakfast this morning.

Tlie House Military Committee, at Its meeting to- 


day, discussed the'propriety of repotting resolutions 
lor the expulsion of J. S. Deweese, of North Carolina, 
aud J. S. Golladay, of KentucKr- While the matter 
was under consideration the committee was In- 
formed Wat Deweese and Golladay Dad sent their 
resignations to tne Speaker, and that me lauer nad 
laid them before the House. This nut an end to 
their cases so lar as the committee was concerned. 
The (question of bringing in a resolution of censure, 
as m tne case of Winttcmore, was then considered, 
but it was Dually agreed to let ihd whole matter rest 
for the present. The evidence against Deweese was 
so conclusive that the committee had closed the case, 
li appears that Deweese heard olthis last Friday, and 
then concluded to resign, Une testimony against 
Golladay 
was not so veil established 
until 


to-day, when the 
young man 
who waa ap- 


pointed to tne cadetship appeared and furnished 
the missing linK to the evidence. Golladay seems to 
nave oeen apprehensive of tills, and sent his resigna- 
tion 'o the Governor or Kentucky on Saturday. 


The case of R. R. Butler, of Tennessee, was again 


nnder consideration In the committee to-day. So far 
as the committee is cocerncd, Butler'd cage is closed, 
and a resolution for his expulsion has been agreed 
upon, liis case being similar to that of Whittemore. 
Butler, however, appeared before the committee to- 
day and asked lor time to send for additional wit- 
nesses, alleging thai he couiu offer testimony which 
•would olfsct what had been produced against him. 
How he can do tins is a mystery to the committee, 
inasmuch as he has already confessed to havinff sold 
the caaetsliip and other parties have testified to 
having given him a certain Bum of money 
lor It. 
This is all the evidence necessary. 


It la thought that the expulsloa 
of Butler, 


if lie does not follow the example of Dewees and 
resign, is only a matter of time, it is stated to-night 
that liutler has sent his resignation to Governor 
Senter, of '1 cnnessee, aud that the Governor has 
reluaed to accept it. Burma the late campaign in 
Tennessee Butler was very violent in his opposition to 
Kenter, having linked his fortunes to those of Stokes, 
tlic radical candidate for Governor. It appears that 
Eenter, learning tne fix m which Butler is placed, is 
determines to leave lum to li:s fate by refuamc to 
accept his resignation. 


The committee has struck upon a new ess?, 


thai, of a democratic member ot Congress Irom 
Ohio, who, It is stated, sold His -West Po;iit 
cadetship to 
a 
republican. The democratic 


constituents of tlio member In question were 
indignant that he did not appoint a democrat, 
and the evidence against him is said to come 
from mcmuers of his own party. The testimony 
Is quite conclusive, and the dunces are that lie will 
have the alternative of resigning or being expelled 
presented to him. 


In the progress ol the Investigation the committee 


nave ascertained, it is alleced, that one Landon 
made a business of dealing in cadelships. He went 
to the w ar aud Navy dei-artments aud ascertained 
where there were vacancies, aud tneu wrote letters 
to the parties who Had the power to nominate 
cadets. In I te meantime he would discover persons 
who were anxious to send their sons to West Point 
or Annapolis and make propositions to llieni. often 
obtaining large sums of money. At least so it is 
alleged by a member of the Military Committee. 
Charces were made both by Whittemore and lieu 
Butler against ceruun members of me Committee oa 
Military Affairs to the effect that they had

cadetsuips. 
The parties indicated were Joel F, 


Asper, of Missouri, and Mr. Hoge. of South Carolina. 
The committee at once Instituted an investigation 
into tlie cases of these gentlemen. Genjral Asper 
stilted that lie had received a letter from Laudon 
esklua the ap;:omtmeut of a friend of bis to West 
Point. To this Genera! Asper replied that he wonld 
be In Washington soon, wiien he would see him. 
General Ascer laid the correspondence before the 
committee, which ended the matter, as there was 
nothing in it. In Hoge's case it appears that Hoge 
appointed a boy twin his district to the Kaval 
Academy, who passed the examination. In the 
meantime the boy's brother died, and his mother 
refused to let him go, he being her ouly son.

ere not members of the present House. A majority 
of the committee are ot opinion that, m addition to 
the useless expenditure of time and money which 
this part of tiie investigation will involve, tdere are 
grave doubts of the ncht of the committee to in- 
vestigate wnat was done by members of a former 
Congress who have taken scats in the present 
House. It is probable, therefore, that the commit- 
tee will confine Itselt to cases involving members of 
the present Congress, aud when taese are finished 
His likely that a resolution will be offered dis- 
charging the committee irom tne further considera- 
tion of the subject.

.Report on Georgia Affairs. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee have not yet 


finally determined on their report lu regard to 
Georgia. 
Another meeting will be held next 


Wednesday, and the report is expected to be made 
on that day. It Is understood tiie committee will 
recommend the acceptance of the Legislature, not- 
withstanding certain irregularities in its organiza- 
tion. The question as to which two of tne four 
alleged Senators elect ought to be admitted has not 
beea considered by the committee, and will uot 
probably he covered by the report. 


Governor Bullock, of Georgia, has addressed a 


letter to the chairman of the Judiciary Committee 
asking that he may have another hearing beiore the 
committee reports. The request has been granted, 
and lie will ue heard by the committee on Wednes- 
day. 


General Banks' Calmn Itesolutian. 


The House Committee on Foreign Affairs had a 


session to-day lor tlie consideration of Banks' 
Cuban resolution. There was a protracted discus- 
sion, but 110 action. It was agreed to tase ayote on 
cue resolution at the meeting of toe committee next 
Thursday.

Alter Senator Sherman Had closed His remarks on 


the Funding bill the Senate went into executive ses- 
sion at three o'clock this afternoon, the doors re- 
maining closed for two hours, when the Senate 
adjourned. For some days the friends of Juuge 
Strong and Mr. Bradley, the nominees for the posi- 
tion of Associate Judges of the Supreme Court ot 
tne United States, havo oeen seeking action at the 
hands of the Senate. A brisC flght had also sprung 
up between tho friends or Stronu ana Bradley ana 
of Judge Pearrc, the nominee for tlie Maryland Judi- 
cial Circuit. Tne supporters of the of the latter gen- 
tleman tooK the grounds that the cause which led to 
the temporary laying aside of Judge Pearrc's nomi- 
nation would apply equally well to strong and 
Bradley. The dlscnsMon In the Senate to-day was 
upon the motion entered by Senator Rice, of Arkan- 
sas, last week, to reconsider tho vote by which, 
Judpre Strong was confirmed. The Southern Senators 
were m favor of no confirmations until tho question 
of the judicial circuit was dedultely settled, they 
being in favor of requiring the selection ol nominees 


resident in the circuit for which appointed. The 
case hi rettma exceedingly muddled, and it was well 
observed to-day that it would be bard to tell what 
the Senate 13 driving at. The Senate adjourned 
without coming to a decision.

What tuo FranUioit Privilege Cost monthly. 


TUe Postmaster General to-day transmitted to the 


Senate a communication In reply to a resolution 
of that body requesting Information relative to the 
blank petitions, &c., recently sent from that de- 
partment asking the abolition of tno Irauking 
privilege and in regard to tlie transportation ol 
free mall matter. Be states that the namber of 
blank petitions sent out was 75,000 and the number 
of accompanying circulars was 23,000. The total 
cost of both circulars ana petitions was $499 60, 
flrnieU was defrayed by tlie oitlce of tne Congres- 
sional Primer. No part of the expense was charged 
against any fund appropriated for tbe use of the 
Post Offlce Department. The petitions aud circulars 
wer« prepared under the direction of the Post- 
master General, In., accordance with the views ex- 
pressed by the President In his late message and In 
respouse to what was believed to be a very general 
wish of the people, that the franking privilege 
should be abolished. So attempt was made on tne 
part of the Department; to influence the views of 
postmasters respecting the abolition of the privi- 
lege. They were simply requested to give citizens 
who were in lavor of the measures an opportunity 
to so express themselves. The Postmaster General 
states that the returns ol tbe transportation of free 
mail matter are yet too incomplete to furnish the 
data called for by the resolution. He submits, how- 
ever, a statement based upon such returns as have 
been received, embracing most of tne principal 
cities. These returns are imperfect In many re- 
spects, but exhibit the followlnjr results reported 
rrom 454 post offices for tne mouth, of January:— 
Number of free letters sent, 660,901; postage thereon 
at the regular rates, $117,3D9 73; weight of free 
printed matter sent 340,194 pounds; postage thereon 
at regular rates, $42,334 36. Total cost of free 
matter sent from 454 post offices, $159,734 09. The 
Postmaster General says that considering this exhibit 
it is 'safe 
to 
estimate that If full returns 


had been received from an tne offices for the month 
of January the aggregate amount would have ex- 
ceeded $200,000, or at the rate of $2,400,000 per an- 
num. In response to the request to communicate to 
the Senate the facts on which the allegations of 
fraud and .abuse in the exercise of the franK- 
ing privilege were founded in the petitions sent 
out by the Department the Postmaster General 
says:— 


It is impossible to give precise information upon 
this point owing to tne fact that franked matter is 
always sealed, and tiie law does not authorize the 
breaking of a seal for the purpose of examination; 
but even the comparatively small amount of free 
matter nowTeturned to the Dead Letter Omce dis- 
closes many cases ot abuse where books, papers, 
and circulars not'prmteu by order of Congress, and 
even Business and social circulars have seea trans- 
mitted under cover of a IranS. lie concludes as 
follows:—If the facts 
of each particular case 
could be ascertained, remedies couia be applied and 
It would then only be necessary to reform the irauii- 
ing privilege. The system itself must be denounced 
because it invites to fraud witn promise or impunity; 
and hcnc3 I repeat, what J have already said, in 
tho language of another, lucre is no middle ground 
between DO fran!;:njf 
and boundless franking. 
Aliliojigh nnaale to give lacts in detail, M is yet 
notorious: that IDs frauds '.ruiclt hive been per- 
Beirated under cover of the franSiiie privilege have 
beea enc-rwoas. Kesiaes the cases mentioned above 
which are constantly occurring, I llope I mav be 
permitted wituvuc offence to state that in UUIBS of 
excited political campaigns the various parties have 
not hesilau d to cni]>loy it to transmit whatever of 
printed matter they may have wished to uisseme- 
na;e This practice has grown Into a Dad custom 
which can only be abolishes by repealing the pri- 
vilege under which if finds saeiier. 


The Postnjagter General says further that the recent 


agitation for the repeal of the privilege has resulted 
in a large increase in tue sale of stamped envelopes 
for the month of January, 1870, over the same 
mouth in 1869. This sain amounts to $311,332 50. 
He then reiterates his views m favor of the Imme- 
diate and total repeal of the fraoKing privilege. In 
his judgment uo system can ba devisud, consistent 
with the rights and interest ol the people, that can 
tolerate its longer continuance, lie contrasts the 
postal revenue of Great Britain at the two cent rate 
and without the franking privilege with tue three 
cent rate of the United States with the franking priv- 
ilege, showing that a much larger relative revenue 
is derived by tne former government. He closes as 
follows:— 


1 believe sincerely that the time has come to 
attempt suca reiorms as will make our postal ser- 
vice worthy of our country and people. I tielieve, 
with etjuai slnc?nlj, that these reiorms cannot be 
made while the franking privilege is allowed to con- 
tinue. Hence 1 most earnestly renew my recom- 
mendations lor its repeal. Doubtless a measure of 
so much importance may be salely commuted to an 
enlightened and patriotic Congress. 


Lecture by »r- Hall, the Arctic Explorer.

The VICE PRESIDENT presented resolutions of the 


Rhode Island and Virginia Legislatures, the former 
ratifying the fourteenth and the latter the fourteenth 
aud fifteenth amendments. Referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 


BILLS INTRODUCED AND REFERRED. 


By Mr. EDMUNDS, (rep.) of VL—To amend the act 


providing for taking tho census of tue United States, 
providing penalties for non-compliance with tho 
laws. Referred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 
The bill provides that one instead of two copies of 
the original returns by the assistant marshals snail 
he made, to be transmitted to the Census Offlce at 
Wastitncton before August lo next, and complete re- 
turns beiore October 1. Also that an appointment 
of assistant marshals under the fourth section of the 
act of iluy 23,185S, shall be made by tiie Secretai i of 
the Interior. 


By Mr. Ross, (rep.) o( Kansas—To Incorporate the 
Kansas Indian Territory and Gulf Railroad Com- 
pany, aud to enable the Missouri, Fort Scott and 
Gull and the Leavcuworth, Lawrence and Galvesion 
Railroad C ompany to unite and construct a single 
track through (He Indian Territory to the Gulf. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Territories. 


ByMr. SUJCNKR, (rep.) of Mass.—TO enforce the 
amendment to the constitution declaring that the 
right to vote shall not be denied or abridged on ac- 
count of race, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude. It provides that any person hindering a 
citizen of the United States on any of these grounds 
frjin being rcgist.-rcd, from votinj, being voted (or 
or holding otllco shall uo punished by a line or not 
less than $100 nor more than $300, and by im- 
prisonment of not less iliau thirty days nor moro 


than one rear. A refusal to register the name or to 
receive, count or give proper iexal oflcct to the vote 
01 any citizen under any protein;; of race, color Ac., 
shall be punlsned by a flue ol not fesi than SOOO nor 
more than $4,000, aud by impri-onunMit. of not less 
than tnree calendar months U'ir more than two 
years. Tne United Slates District Courts are given 
exclusive jurisdiction in these cases, and are re- 
quire J to enforce Hie law. Referred to tue Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary.

IIAILKOAD LAND GRANTS. 
Mr. Ho WELL, (rep.) of Iowa, offered a resolution 
Instructing the committee on Public Lands to in- 
sert in all bills hereafter reported for grants of 
land to aid m the construction of railroads a pro- 
vision which will secure the rights of settlers to 
homesteads on said wants, and to require that the 
sales of such lands shall be made at the same 
price as the alternate sections of the government 
lands, in order to promote the speedy occupation 
of said lauds and the rapid settlement of the. sec- 
tions of country In which they may be located, 
and to protect the people against the evils of a 
land monopoly. Mr. Howell said He would speak 
npon the resolution at the first opportunity, when 
It was laid over for tne present. 


AMERICAN INTERESTS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 
Mr. STEWART, (rep.) of JSevada, offered a resolu- 
tion, which was agreed to, requesting the Secretary 
ol State to f urnlsn any information in that depart- 
ment as to what legislation is necessary to eflect 
the administration of justice and to protect Ameri- 
can interests m China and Japan, and whether any 
funds have been received from those countries 
which can be apnlted to the erection or suitable lega- 
tion buildings, court houses and jails, and that the 
Secretary be requested to make any recommenda- 
tions on this subject he may deem proper. 


THE FUNDING BILL. 
At one o'clock the Fuudmg bill was taken np. 
Mr. SHERMAN, (rep.) 01 Ohio, made a statement in 
reference to the bill. The first six sections described 
tbe bonds into which the public debt was to be 
funded and the auencies for disposing 01 the bonds. 
The seventh, section looked to the reduction and ul- 
timate payment of the public debt, uot only the old, 
but the new debt now created. The remainder of 
the bin consisted in imoorcaat changes of our bank- 
ing laws, requiring tae'uaoks to aid m the work of 
landing and inaKiiigi the system iree. Referring to 
me history or the public debt he said:—The great act 
of February, 1862. conferred extraordinary power to 
borrow money, witn two limitations—that the loans 
were to he short loans, redeemable alter ftve 
years, 
and 
taat 
the 
gold 
interest 
was 
not to exceed six 
per cent; and the cur- 
rency interest was not to exceed seven and three- 
tenths per cent. It provided for the arst time that 
United States notes should be a legral tender In the 
payment 01 all dsbts and should be convertible into 
bonds at me oytion of the holder. It was clearly 
the intention of this act to make the notes a legal 
tender in pavment of pre-existing debts. It was 
adopted solely because it was feared existing credi- 
tors would refuse to take them In payment or pre- 
existing debts. He then read from a letter of Mr. 
chase an "I irom his own speech on the legal tender 
clause that this was the object of the legal tender 
clause. He referred to tbe subsequent enlargement 
of the legal tenders lu tnroe hundred millions, then 
to four hunoied and flrty mr.lions, and to the provi- 
sion for a large amount o: Interest-bearing no:es, 
which were not convertible Into bonds. These were 
an revoluti'_'!>!iry expeduaeats growing out of tne 
necessities or tne war ana shomd have been aban- 
doned the moment the war ended. In 
this 
connection he said 
three legal errors were 
committed. The . first was by the Secretary of tiie 
Treasury in 1884, in allowing" the holders of seven- 
thirty bonds the option to convert them into five- 
twenty bonus. ThH was not autaoriaed by the then 
existtag law. but was justified by Mr. Fessandeu oa 
the ground of its necessity to secure their sale. Tne 
second error was by Mr. McCulIoch, as tne war was 
closing, in continuing the option to tho holders of 
seven-tinny bonds, and long after the war had closed 
in issuing 5700,000,000 ol thess notes convertible into 
bonds. The third error was In the failure of Con- 
gress to promptly retrace its steps aud restore to the 
legal teuder notes tbe right ol conversion into bonds. 
Tne actor April 12,1806, under which the great mass 
of our floating indebtedness was converted luto BOW 
bonns, was a great misfortune. In the taeu condi- 
tion of tne public debt the great mass of it might 
have been easily landed, law ten-forty bonds, out 
under the authority of that act- the whole of it was 
converted into the live-twenty bonds, postponing the 
time of their redemption several .years. .Mr. Sher- 
man then detailed the history or the dilTerent landing 
^illslrom April 9. istw, until the present rime,-inti- 
mating that the protracted political stru^oo be- 
twecu Congress an<! Hie President prevented tne 
adoption ol much neeJtiil financial measures. The 
situation had changed. Tne legislative aucj e.swu- 
tive authorities were now in iilrulony, white no 
doubt existed of the naymqnt of the bon'is m gold. 
The difference between United States uotes and cold 
had been, reduced, and our live-twenty bonds were 
almost on a p:ir wica specie, while but a slight mar- 
gin existed oetireea the marketvalne o! the ten-forty 
bunds and gold and silver. It \vouM be witum our 
power to pay oil' more than a tnousauci millions of tlie 
aabt wltnin tlio present year. Under these favorable 
circumstances tac Finauce Committee had consid- 
ered three plans:—First, tue bills formerly reported 
Dy it, and w inch were mainly based upon the adop- 
tion ol tue teu-iorty live percent bonus; second, tbe 
mil introduced 
by lur. bumuer, wii.cn 
was 
au amplification of the funding bill of last 
year, but in many respects more rapla m 
promoting specie payments; third, 
the 
bill 
prepui ea by the secretaiy of the Treasury. The bill 
now reported had been carefully framed, after a, full 
examination or au the previous Dills, aud was ap- 
proved by every member ol the Finance Commit- 
tee out oue, and had the hearty sanctum of cu? Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. The duration of the bonds 
aud 1115 exceedingly low rate of interest weie dwelt 
upon—Mr. hheruiiKi expressing tue uceaf that a five 
pur cent uond was the lowest rate at which the miss 
ol our dabt could be funded; but the Secretary was 
more hopeiul. He :hea discussed the purposes for 
v/iuch these bonds could he used, and questioned 
their exemption from taxation in the manner ol' 
negotiation.

one of greater difficulty, but the amount ut United 
States uouos now lie.d abroad wxs estimated at 
nearly one thousand millions, and we should burro w 
money wnere it can be borrowed cheapest. The ac- 
cumulation of uiouey in Germany, Holland and Eng- 
land would enable us to negotiate upon more favor- 
able terms by paying to investors tlie interest in 
those countries. Tins consideration was aeclsive. 
Tne payment in foreign com was uo aduitional bur- 
acu to the United States, out might lead tu au inter- 
national com system. 


The seventh section redeemed the pledse of the 
United States by establishing a siuKing lund or one 
perceut on our whole indebtedness. Since the 
close or the war the government had reduced the 
debt ihree hundred and three millions, aud had paid 
six hunored millions of unliquidated deot one at 
the ciose of the war, but riot then ascertained or 
computed. This had all been paid out of surplus 
revenue. It was now our duty w make a permauen c 
provision for the smkmglund before we reduced tne 
taxes, aud this bill supplies the best mode. In sum- 
nihig up he said:—If tne Sl,2tio.ooo.oou were lasen, 
it womd be a reduction of bur annual taxes of 
$18,000,000 of gold, representing, at live per cent, a 
capital ol" $360,OUO,OoO. 
The bill would result 
in the adoption of' a policy of establishing 
cue mtmrniiui to bo applied to tne payment of the 
public debs, thus enabling Cougress to ascertain pre- 
cisely the amount of taxes necessary, 'ilia public 
deDt would oe reoresented by an annultv of 
$150,000,000, which, would pay every dollar of it 
within thirty years.

resolution instructing the Committee on Banking

drawn up in this ciiy to be submitted to the Legis- 
lature as a substitute for that presented oa the IA 
of February made rapid progress yesterday In tHelr 
work and have nearly completed tneir programme. 
There Is no doubt that it will be finished by to-nislit, 
and It Is tae Intention of several of the prominent 
gentlemen engaged In its formation to proceed 
to Albany with the document to-morrow. A few 
minor topics remain to be discussed before being 
drafted into the Instrument, and decision npon two 
or three vital points will bi postponed mi til the Le- 
gislature has been thoroughly canvassed on tbe 
respective subjects, but the majority of the ques- 
tions under consideration nave been disposed of. 


It Is uot proposed by the Iramere of tlie new pro- 


gramme to present it in tne form of a charter, aefln- 
ingallthe powers and privileges Involved la the 
local 
government 
ot 
tne 
city, as many of 


them are deemed to be all tha: is required, 
and to draw up a charter-to cover every point 
would not only necessitate an Immense amount of 
labor, But would greatly augment the embarrass- 
ments attendiag the contemplated change. Toe 
operation of the charters now in existence is to con- 
tinue undisturbed, except where It is suspended by 
special enactments, which the new charter mana- 
gers propose to mase by the Instrument sow ap- 
proachme completion In their hands, and styled 
"An act In relation to local government in, 
ibe 
city 
and 
county 
of 
Kew 
York." 


This act Is not expected to cover all the issues, as 
there are a few questions of such magnitude as to 
be- deemed worthy of presentation to the Legisla- 
ture in separate bills. These relate to the elections 
and the exercise of certain powers by the Mayor. 


It has already been stated in tbe HERALD that the 


new programme confers 
additional appointing 


power upon the Mayor in the organization of some 
of the city departments, and tnat It is still a subject 
of discussion whether that authority, in the event of 
tne act becoming a law, shall be vested in the 
present Mayor or one elected with ail tlie new func- 
tions of that office In new.

The question rcr the jury to "consider was 
whether Lady ilordauntwasa most accomplished 
deceiver, and had, although a young woman (not 
yet twenty-two years of age) succeeded in imposing 
upon no loss taan el;;nt or ten or tne most wise and 
experienced medical men in the United Kingdom 
or whether she was in reality of unsound mind. 
Commending the case to tae calm and impartial 
consideration of Ihe Uourt the learned gentleman 
proceeded to call witnesses.

had ordered ror her"—nothing Uaviag previously 
been said of anything of the tmd; that was ouo or 
the various sympioms of derangement which she 
exhibited when He saw her at tuat time; wlieu he 
saw her some ten montns before he advised her 
father. Sir Thomas Moncreiire, to send her away and 
get her placed under proper treatment, uis belief 
ueicg that otherwise she might become permanently 
insane; He (Sir James Simpson) had seen a great 
mauy cases or puerperal insanity, aud His opinion 
of Lady Mordauut, irotu all he had seen of her, was 
taatshe was utterly Insane. 


Gross-exauimeil—Sir James Simpson said he was 


Inclined to believe that the lady's insanity oegan at 
her confinement, with regard to the proposal to 
send her away to bo placed under proper treatment, 
her father had said that it had been suggested to mm 
tnat if he were to send her away it was as much as 
to confess that sne was guilty. 
In answer to tiie Judge, witu reference to tne rela- 
tive nature or delusions to particular- distempers, 
Sir James Simpson said the organ diseased gave a 
type to the insanity, and in the present instance tne 
delusions were most likely to reler to sexual mat- 
ters. 


DOCTOR GULL'S EVIDEXCE. 


Dr. Gull saw Lady -Mordaunt at Belgrave square In 


May, aad subsequently at utlier places; he ami spent 
five or six: Hours witii Heron six or seven d:ilerent 
occasions, and He had been much struck by the 
uniformity or Her state on all tiiese occasions; He 
could not find that site had anv mental com- 
prehension at all in the true sense or the words;

o!l would put it all right; that was a fair specimen 
or what he had seen with regard to the unfortunate 
lady's meutiil condition; tiie last time He saw Her 
was about three wcess ago, ana tne conclusion He 
came to was that sue was incapable m mind. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Sergeant Baliantine—Wit- 
ness said that the symptoms he had observed had no 
special reference to puerperal insanity; they might 
reler to any insauitv; among the-symntoms lie might 
mention that sometimes Lady Mordaunt would sud- 
denly start up irom her seat and sometimes sit down 
on the floor. (Shown three bank checks drawn by 
Lady Mordauat between April and Decemner last) 
Intlie last ol these checKs, dated December last, 
t&e sum in figures was not inserted, and there were 
some slight irregularities aoout the others; bat on 
the whole He thought rhey were very reasonably 
drawn; He admitted tnat the first two checks did ap- 
pear somewhat inconsistent with Ihe idea of insanity. 
In answer to the judge, witness saia He believed 
the strongest proof He could give to show that I .auy 
Mordauai was not shamming was ihe uniformity or 
her s tate, to which He had already referred, as ic 
appeared to Him on all tue occasions of Ins visits. 
He thought ir a person were trying to "put on" in- 
sanity tnere would be signs or nervous agitation. 
but, although he Had taken pains to test her ner- 
system, he Had not round her betray any such 
agitation.

DOCTOR BURROW'S EVIDENCE. 
Dr. Burrows gave somewhat similar evidence, 
and said He had come to the conclusion that Lady 
Mordaunt was suffering from dementia. 


DOCrOll KEl'SOLD'S EVIDENCE. 
Dr. Reynolds also visited the lady at different 
times. At first he had been in very considerable 
doubt as to her actual condition, tHinkmg possiMv 
the symptoms she betrayed might be traced to ordi- 
nary causes arising from ber confinement; in the 
second place, he asked hlineclf whether they could 
be accounted lor by simulation; but ultimately He 
Had c ome to the conclusion that the laay was suffer- 
ing from dcDieiitia. lie believed it was no sJiam- 
imug, but real insanity. 
At this sluge iho court adjourned lor the Uay.

James Aiderson were there with me; Lady Mordaunt 
was at tue table writing to Her husband; she recog- 
nized me, but soon lapsed into an absent mauuer, 
and conversation

with her; her sister, Mrs- Forbes, was there and we 
conversed with Her; Lady iiordaunt left ine room 
wnii Her sister; ou going out sne stood still, loosed

Cross-examined by Mr. Sergeant Bailantlns— Wit- 
ness said Lady Mordannt baa a delusion that there 
were dead bodies abon» her. He had been told tnat 
by Mrs. Forbes, and on his asking Lady Mordannt 
whether she was troubled with any alarm of that 
kind, she said, "And were there not dead bodies 1" 
Another delusion was that she had been poisoned. 
he had been told or that delusion also by Mrs. 
Forbes, and -Lady Mordaunt, on )us questioning her 
abont It said. "Oh, yes, luatls quite true; I was 
poisoned with laudanum." Another delusion she 
lad was that her husband would shortly return. He 
was aware that the Hret two delusions still remained 
up to tho (tth ot May, but could not Bpeak with any 
certainty M to the existence of Uie last at tnat pe- 
riod.

Now, if tae forecoliu state- 
ment be trne, and I declare that it is, o»n greater or more 
deliberate emelty be laftletad aa dumb animals, or a more 
monatrona wrong be done the publle than tosell them the 
loul stuff which Is thus squeezed fron roMlne bodies? I 
think not, and se believing, on the Sth ot Feuruery -I made 
eomplalnt against the name, so offeudins to Justice Bncklcy, 
of Brooklyn, who were accordingly arrested, and on the l;iili 
appeared and demanded an examination, which was set down 
for the 21st. On that day 1 a£ain was present with nil my 
witnesses, when Justice Buckley, on Inquiring who appeared 
for the people, I arose and said thai I did. Bolnc requested 
by him to state by what authority, I replied that it was with 
the sanction of the District Attorney, that I was an attorney 
and counsel, tbat I was president of a society which wai 
charged with tho protection of dnmb creatures from cruelly, 
and that I was the complainant. To this he replied tiiui there 
was no public prosecutor present, and that ba should dis- 
charge the prisoner. I responded by begging ulm to delay 
his nnal disposal of the case until I oould go to District 
Attorney Uorrls and procure his written authority to act, If 
necessary, to which ho assented. In a very short time I 
returned with such a document, which he read, and said he 
did not recognize tha! as authority, and. calling up each de- 
fendant la turn, discharfed him and all further acltou in the 
matter. 
Protest Was useless, and amazed at the negranl outrsge on

He noverfa'led to elec- 
trify, Hold and ciiarm au auclieuce. Tacse powers 
iu inter years made him oa« o£ tne most popular 
lyceuui lecturers aud political stump oraturs m t'>e 
country. Observing such rare gifts for speaking m 
young liurlmgrame tHe Wing state Committee em-
